Monday night the Elba City 
Council named Maxwell Hooks 
Chief of Police, replacing Jack Park- 
er, who has retired. The promotion 
of the former assistant chief was ef- 
fective immediately. Hooks has been 
serving as Acting Chief since Park- 
er’s departure earlier in the month. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
to the council that Parker’s re- 
tirement was effective February 9th 
and recommended Mr. Hooks be 
named chief. He added that before 
Parker’s last trip to the hospital, he 
too had recommended Hooks as be-

Several of the largest commercial 
garbage accounts in Elba are facing 
some change in how they pay, who 
they pay and how much they pay for 
garbage pick-up following action by 
the Elba City Council Monday night. 

A long and on-going effort by 
council members to put garbage 
pick-up on a break even and equable 
basis has resulted in these changes. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood em- 
phasized that these adjustments with 
ISS are not considered issuing a 
new contract. He said the city would 
still have several options when the 
original three year contract expires. 

Council member Brad Wilson re- 
ported to the council on discussions 
with ISS. He said the firm would no 
longer charge the commercial ac- 
counts who rent the dumpsters for 
garbage pick-up, nor will the city be 
charged a landfill tipping (per ton 
dumping) fee on garbage removed 
from these dumpsters. During the 
discussions with Wilson and the city 


ing well qualified for the position. 

With almost no discussion, the 
council acted on a motion by council 
member Gladys Yelverton and all 
present voted in favor of Hooks for 
the position. Council member Earl 
McCollough was absent due to ill- 
ness. 

In related business, the council 
authorized the Chief to hire two re- 
placement police officers. Hooks ex- 
plained this was needed to bring the 
department back up to strength and 
prevent excessive and costly over- 
time payments. Only officers already 
certified in law enforcement are be- 
ing considered for these positions, 
Hooks assured the council. 


hall staff, ISS agreed to drop de- 
mands for $33,000 in back tpping 
fees for emptying these large com- 
mercial dumpsters. 

ISS will charge rental on the large 
dumpsters but businesses will have 
some options. 

An 8 yard container (the largest 
available) picked up five days a 
week will rent for $250.00. The 
same container emptied only three 
times a week will rent for $225 per 
week, 

A six yard container emptied five 
times a week will rent for $200 per 
month. The same container emptied 
only three times a week will rent for 
$175 per month. 

A four yard container emptied 
five times a week will rent for $175 
per month. The same container emp- 
tied only three times a week will rent 
for $125 per month.

Funding approved for flood 
warning system on Pea River

U. S. Senator Richard C. Shelby 
(R-Ala.) announced that the Depart- 
ment of the Army has allocated 
funds for the construction of a basin 
wide flood waming system for the 
Choctawhatchee and Pea Rivers in 
Alabama. 

The total cost of the project is es- 
timated to be $357,500 with 
$268,100 allocated from federal re- 
sources. The system is scheduled to 
be completed within the year. 

“T am delighted to see the realiza- 
tion of such a worthwhile project,” 
Senator Shelby said. “It is difficult 


to put a price on something as im- 
portant as the real time flood warn- 
ing system that will soon be in both 
the Choctawhatchee and Pea Rivers’ 
Alabama basins. 

“Finally, we will see the day 
when families repeatedly affected by 
flood waters in this area will be safer 
from the threat of heavy flooding 
and will rest much easier.” 

Final design and preparation of 
contract plans and specifications for 
the project are complete, and the lo- 
cal cooperation agreement between 
the Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Choctawhatchee/Pea Rivers Wa- 
tershed Management Authority is 
awaiting final signature.

The police department will still 
be under budget after adding these 
two additional salaries, Hooks ex- 
plained to council members. 

Haywood said Hooks and former 
chief Jack Parker had worked real 
_ hard to successfully trim the day-to- 
day expenditures in the department.

Council members suggested the 
mayor contact them again with some 
specific questions about the billing 
and also see if they can give a time 
for the permitting. 

The repair work on Forest Lake 
Drive is more than city employees 
can handle, Haywood said. Also a 
contract price will exceed the $5,000 
legal limits without bids and they 
will therefore be soliciting bids, 
council members were told. The ac- 
tual bids will be presented to the 
council at a later meeting for their 
formal approval or rejection.

The Coffee County Commission 
almost broke a record Monday 
morning but missed doing so by just 
a few minutes. The meeting lasted 
just over one hour - bill signing and 
all! 

Commissioners breezed through 
their short agenda rather quickly and 
got right down to the business of 
paying bills.

The low bid of $26,743.64 (total) 
for steel pipe went to Choctaw oj 
Montgomery, AL. 

Coffee County’s new engineer, 
Randall Tindell, presented the com- 
missioners with the pros and cons of 
a four - ten hour per day work week. 

Reduced absenteeism, increased 
productivity, high employee moral 
and monetary savings, to both em- 
‘ployer and employee, were a few of 
the pros mention by Tindell. 

Tindell toid commissioners that 
the extra day off (Friday) gave em- 
ployees a time in which to tend to 
personal business. 

He commented that some em- 
ployees even use the day off to do 
part time work to supplement their 
income. 

“Some of them even bank on hav- 
ing these Fridays free. A lot of them 
get outside employment for Fridays 
and Saturdays to try to supplement

their income,” said Tindell. “Most of 
our county employees are not paid 
the best in the world to start with and 
they look to this as an opportunity to 
boost their personal income.” 

The three-day weekend also: al- 
lows employees, who cannot take 
extended expensive vacations, to 
take several less expensive mini- 
vacations during the year. 

“A happy employee is a more 
productive employee,” Tindell told 
commissioners. 

Monetarily, the 10-4 work week 
saves the county and the employee 
ointly approximately $34,000 annu- 
ally. 

In summary, Tindell stated that it 
is a proven practice. More than half 
the counties in Alabama, govern- 
mental agencies agencies, and pri- 
vate companies and corporations in 
the area have gone, or are going, to 
the compressed work week concept. 

Tindell did mention a couple of 
cons to the practice, one being the 
reduced exposure of county employ- 
ees to the public and another of em- 
ployees not being readily available 
should a disaster occur on a Friday. 

After Tindell’s presentation, 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks com- 
mended him on the factual and thor- 


oughness of the information supplied 


to them concerning the 10-4 work 
week. 

The commissioners gave their ap- 
proval for Tindell to implement the 
compressed work week schedule. 
The practice will begin in March and 
continue through October. 

Tindell asked for and received the 
commission’s approval to sell some 
surplus equipment.

Contract With America: Halfway Update 


As I write this column, the 
U.S. House of Representatives has 
justcompleted the SOth day of one of 
the most successful “100 Day” peri- 
ods in its history. 

Already we've conducted 
more committee hearings, held more 
votes, and debated the issues longet 
and harder than any Congress in re 
cent memory. Let’s look at the 


progress so far on the “Contract With , 


America.” 

With the House passage of 
the conservative anti-crime bills in 
the “Contract”, our communities and 
states will have the flexibility to de- 
cide how best to spend federal crime 
prevention grants. 

Let’s be clear — the 1994 
Clinton crime bill never fully funded 
100,000 new police. In six years or 
less, the money runs out and our 
communities are stuck with the bill. 
Now cities and towns can spend this 
federal money according to theirown 
local needs — new police, new equip- 
ment, even a patrol car if that’s the 
best way to fight crime. 

The House has also passed 
anti-crime bills which make it easier 
to deport criminal aliens, and we’ ve 
provided incentives for states to en- 
sure prisoners will serve at least 85 
percent of their sentences. We’re 
also requiring that criminals con- 
victed in federal court make restitu- 
tion to their victims. This isn’t politi- 
cal gimmickry, just common sense. 

Looking back to the first day, 
the new Congress cut its own budget, 
and slashed committee staff. It also 
passed a bill requiring Congress to 
live under the same laws that every 
small business in America lives un- 
der. Again, it was just overdue com- 
mon sense. 

Also topping the list of Capi- 
tol Hill achievements, the House 
passed a Balanced Budget Amend- 


mentto force Congress to live within 
its Means, just as most states already 
have todo. By preventing Washing- 
ton from piling the national debt on 
our future generations, we have acted 
to protect our children and their 
chance for a better life. 

Formore than adecade, presi- 
dents have asked the formerly lib- 
eral-controlled Congresses to grant 
them the Line Item Veto to control 
wastetul spending and outrageous 
pork projects. The Congresses never 
gave an inch — thatis until last week 
when the new conservative House 
finally voted to give this power to the 
president. This was a big victory for 
sane federal spending 

Most of us have never heard 
of “untunded mandates.” | can as- 
sure you we've ‘paid the bills for 
them through high state and local 
taxes. Untunded mandates come 
about when Congress passes a pro- 
gram but leaves the costs to the states 
and local governments. These un- 
funded mandates have exploded in 
number over the years. We’ ve passed 
a reform bill in the House which 
strongly discourages Congress from 
passing these hidden tax increases. 

Just last week we also re- 
stored some common sense to our 
national security and international 
relations policies. 

The House passed a bill re- 
stricting the use of U.S. soldiers in 
U.N. missions. And, our most pre- 
cious national security resource — 
our men and women in uniform — 
must have the tools to do the job, 
This bill establishes areview process 
to do just that. 

With Senate approval and 
still more reforms ahead, the next 50 
days should be equally exciting. I'll 
keep you informed here on the 
progress of the Contract With 
America,

The Elba Tigers were climinated in the opening round of the Class 3A 
Southeast Regionals last week by eventual Region champ Holtville, and 
despite the first round loss and the fact the Tigers ended the season with a 
7-11 record, | feel Coach Danny Weeks and his team deserve a great deal 
of praise. 

The Tigers were huge underdogs against the 24-6 Bulldogs, but played 
outstanding on defense throughout the game and defensively played well 
enough to win, Elba held Holtville to only 53 points and caused numerous 
turnovers with its relentless pressure on the ball. Elba’s cat-quick guards 
got after the Bulldog players from the opening tip until the final horn and 
earned the respect of everyone in the gym.

I think the Alabama High School Athletic Association made a mistake 
when it sold its soul to a group of Birmingham businessmen and let the 
group move the state tournament to Birmingham and totally change the 
format of the popular event. The tournament used to fill the huge Memori- 
al Coliseum in Tuscaloosa back when all the boys’ teams made their way 
to the state tourney, but I guess times do change, and when the AHSAA 
gets a big guarantee up front it makes little difference how many fans 
make the long trip up to North Alabama to watch the games. 

That’s not the purpose of this paragraph; however, since I want to go 
over the Final 4 brackets and complain about some of the times of the 
games in certain classes. Class 6A is the “big school” division in the state 
and used to cap off a big week of basketball at the state tournament, but in 
Birmingham, the 6A teams are just like the other teams and will play their 
semifinals on Thursday at 9:00 and 10:30 a.m., and play their finals on 
Saturday at 4:30. I’ve never really been a follower of 6A teams, but the 
big schools are the class of the state in athletics, and deserve a much bet- 
ter draw than the early games on Thursday and an afternoon final on Sat- 
urday. Years ago everyone stayed late to watch the 6A finals and there 
would be standing-room-only crowds at the game, but now the fact the 6A 
teams are playing means less than the finals in three of the girls’ classes, 
which all start later than do the 6A boys’ finals. 

Birmingham has bought the 6A finals in football and now own the state 
basketball tournament. I think it’s time for the people at the AHSAA to 
realize that just because there are some folks in Birmingham with money, 
it doesn’t mean that these folks know anything about sports. I think it’s 
time for the Alabama High School Athletic Association to look in the mir- 
ror and take a good look at what it has become. The association needs to 
Start concerning itself with what is best for the teams and fans, and not 
just look at the bottom line on the financial ledger!

Getting enough milk in diet important 


Getting Enough Milk In 
Your Diet 


Many groups of people including 
teens, adults and older adults are not 
likely to get the recommended 
amounts of calcium in their dicts, 
Many Coffee Countians do not get 
the recommended two to three serv- 
ings of milk and milk foods a day. 

Children and adults need to be 
drinking skim milk. If you look at 
the calorie content of milk and com- 
pare its percentage from fat, whole 
milk is 48% fat and remember this 
fat is saturated and contains choles- 
terol. 2% milk (2% means by weight 
and not by calories) milk is 38% fat, 
1% milk is 18% fat, and skim milk is 
less than 8% fat. Some skim milk 
now has no fat. 

Milk is an extremely high quality 
food and really needs to be con- 
sumed by the general population. 
Skim milk has more calcium and 
more protein, 

Word of Caution: Children under 
the age of 2 do need whole milk be- 
cause of their rapid growth and cell 
division, 

Milk is packed with nutrients im- 
portant to good health, Calcium is 
needed for strong bones and teeth, 
but it also helps in muscle contrac 
tion, blood clotting and beating of 
the heart, 

Milk also is a source of protein, 
which the body needs to build and 
maintain tissue and to regulate body 
processes among other uses. 

Riboflavin found in milk helps 
cell oxygen to release energy from 
food, Many types of milk are also 
fortified with Vitamins A and D, 

How can you boost your intake of 
milk and milk products? Include 
milk as a beverage. You can choose 
from whole, low-fat or skim milk, 
buttermilk or even chocolate milk. 

Eat foods made fro milk that have 
the same amount of calcium as one 


cup of milk. You could choose any 
one of the following: 1 1/3 ounces of 
cheddar cheese; 2 cups of collage 
cheese; 1 cup of yogurt; 2 ounces 
processed cheese food; 3/4 cup of 
macaroni and cheese or 1 1/2 cup of 
ice cream, 

Use milk in cooking. One-third of 
a cup of dry milk flakes equal the 
calcium in a cup of fluid milk, Milk 
works well in many dishes including 
puddings, soups, sauces, casseroles, 
and breads.

There is no question that a poul 
try farm is an agribusiness and any 
business should project pride of 
Ownership and look successful. A 
study at Auburn Univetsity involv 
ing 200 poultry farms showed that 
half were consistently in the top one 
third of all company growers and 
half were consistently in the bottom 
one third. Those having neat, well 
cared for farmsteads were always 
more profitable, A little extra care 
always paid off in better perfor- 
mance and better money. 

There are several areas to be con- 
cerned with around a poultry opera- 
tion, one of which is water control. 
Proper ditching around houses and 
planning for general farmstead water 
flow is necessary to prevent any ac- 
cidental flooding and perhaps dam- 
age to the flock. This same care 
should be given to waste water 
drainage into streams, ponds, or 
lakes. 

Grass and weeds can also become 
a problem, Usually an area at least 
50 feet around the house should be 
kept closely mowed to prevent any 
problems. Closely mowed and well 
cared for grass around poultry hous- 
es will reduce reflected heat from the 
sun in the summer. It also reduces 
rodent problems. 

Trees and bushes can be attractive 
but low growing limbs should be 
pruned so as not to restrict air flow. 

Waste disposal is always a prob- 
lem to be contended with around 
poultry houses. The two most com- 
mon waste problems are bird mortal- 
ities and litter. A dead bird compos- 
ter disposal pit or other disposal 
areas should be well maintained to 
prevent any odor, excess flies or ac- 
cess by animals. Litter should be re- 
moved totally from the farmstead or 
stored in a litter pit or holding shed. 

Roadways and loading areas 
should always remain accessible so 
that trucks can move freely in and 
out of the poultry farm.

Grains--lmportant Part of 
Healthy Diet 


Grain foods are both low in fat 
and high in carbohydrates, and 
they're an essential part of all chil- 
dren's diets. Children need 6 to 11 
servings every day to get the long- 
term energy they need to get through 
the day, But how do parents get chil- 
dren to cat food that's good for 
them? 

The key is to make it fun. Put a 
different spin on cereals, pasta, 
breads and crackers, 

Here are a couple of ideas to get 
you started, Instead of spaghetti, try 
pastas in different shapes, sizes and 
colors. Combine any pasta with a 
tangy, low-fat sauce for a hot and 
healthy dish, 

Make your own crunch-and- 
munch yogurt. Sprinkle your child’s 
favorite flavor of fruit yogurt with 
cereal or granola topping. 

For fun snacks featuring grains, 
set out low-fat spreads and toppings 
and a selection of crackers. Let your 
children build their own triple- 
decker cracker stacks for a nutritious 
after-school snack. 

Get younger children’s attention 
by using cookie cutters to make fun- 
shaped sandwiches. Keep plenty of 
low-fat fillings in the pantry and re- 
frigerator and let your children make 
their own creations. Sneak in. addi- 
tional nutrients by giving them cut- 
up fruits and vegetables to use as 
decorations. 

If your children like chips with 
dip, avoid high-fat chips and try pita 
bread. Slice the pita bread into 
wedges and serve with a healthy dip 
such as salsa. Toast the pita first and 
you'll have a chip-like snack that 
your children will love.

_Think vertical when planting a garden 


Think Vertical 


Few home gardeners have unlim- 
ited space to commit their vegetable 
gardens. While planning your garden 
this winter, think about using some 
new ways to get the most from your 
space. There are a number of ways 
to get the most from your space, and 
growing plants vertically is an excel- 
lent way to conserve space in the 
garden. 

Pole beans are probably thé most 
common vertically-grown vegeta- 
bles, but they’re not the only plants 
suited to this method. Most any type 
of vining or sprawling plant can be 
grown vertically. | Cucumbers, 
squashes, tomatoes, and melons are 
all good choices. 

You can create a variety of struc- 
tures to grow your vegetables along 
a vertical axis. It may be something 
as simple as a tepee made of bamboo 
poles to train cucumbers on, or it 
might be something more elaborate. 


You can drive two posts into the - 


ground and connect the posts at both 
the top and bottom with wire. Then 
you can run vertical strands of string 
between the horizontal wires to 
create a trellis system. Cages made 
from concrete reinforcement wire

Com syrup has many industrial 


uses. It is used in dyes, inks, shoe 
polish, explosives, and as a plasti- 
cizing agent in adhesives. In addi- 
tion, corn syrup has many food uses. 
It is used as a Sweetener in catsup, 
chewing gum, frostings and icings, 
jams, jellics, preserves, canned 
fruits and fruit juices, marshmal- 
lows, candy bars, and soda pop. It is 
also used in frozen seafood, cheese 
spreads, ice cream, and condensed 
milk, Next time you sce someone 
eating a candy bar or drinking a 
soda pop, ask them if they realize 


that corn syrup was used to sweeten 
that product, and did they know that 
we grow approximately 15,000 acres 
of corn in Coffee County. You might 
also mention that one bushel of corn 
produces enough com syrup to 
sweeten 324 cans of soda pop. 

Corn seed germinates when the 
soil temperature reaches 51 degrees 
F at 2 inches soil depth. That condi- 
tion is usually reached between 
March 1 and March 10 or 15 here in 
Coffee County.

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The Poultry Farmstead — 


There is no question that a poul 
try farm is an agribusiness and any 
business should project pride of 
ownership and look successful. A 
study at Auburn University invols 
ing 200 poultry farms showed that 
half were consistently in the top one 
third of all company growers and 
half were consistently in the bottom 
one third. Those having neat, well 
cared for farmsteads were always 
more profitable. A litte extra care 
always paid off in better perfor- 
mance and better money. 

There are several areas to be con- 
cerned with around a poultry opera- 
tion, one of which is water control. 
Proper ditching around houses and 
planning for general farmstead water 
flow is necessary to prevent any ac- 
cidental flooding and perhaps dam- 
age to the flock: This same care 
should be given to waste water 
drainage into streams, ponds, or 
lakes. 

Grass and weeds can also become 
a problem. Usually an area at least 
50 feet around the house should be 
kept closely mowed to prevent any 
problems. Closely mowed and well 
cared for grass around poultry hous- 
es will reduce reflected heat from the 
sun in the summer. It also reduces 
rodent problems. 

Trees and bushes can be attractive 
but low growing limbs should be 
pruned so as not to restrict air flow. 

Waste disposal is always a prob- 
lem to be contended with around 
poultry houses. The two most com- 
mon waste problems are bird mortal- 
ities and litter. A dead bird compos- 
ter disposal pit or other disposal 
areas should be well maintained to 
prevent any odor, excess flies or ac- 
cess by animals, Litter should be re- 
moved totally from the farmstead or 
stored in a litter pit or holding shed. 

Roadways and loading areas 
should always remain accessible so 
that trucks can move freely in and 
out of the poultry farm.

Think Vertical 


Few home gardeners have unlim- 
ited space to commit their vegetable 
gardens. While planning your garden 
this winter, think about using some 
new ways to get the most from your 
space. There are a number of ways 
to get the most from your space, and 
growing plants vertically is an excel- 
lent way to conserve space in the 
garden. 

Pole beans are probably thé most 
common vertically-grown vegeta- 
bles, but they’re not the only plants 
suited to this method. Most any type 
of vining or sprawling plant can be 
grown vertically. | Cucumbers, 
squashes, tomatoes, and melons are 
all good choices. 

You can create a variety of struc- 
tures to grow your vegetables along 
a vertical axis, It may be something 
as simple as a tepee made of bamboo 
poles to train cucumbers on, or it 
might be something more elaborate. 
You can drive two posts into the 
ground and connect the posts at both 
the top and bottom with wire. Then 
you can run vertical strands of string 
between the horizontal wires to 
create a trellis system, Cages made

good job, and I think ya’ll are doing 
a good job managing with what 
you've got,” said Keel. 

“New Brockton is not a very big 
city, your revenue is limited and you 
all kriow that. You’re keeping on it 
and I applaud you.” 

With their thoughts still on fi- 
nances, the council heard a presenta- 
tion from James Meads representing 
Pash & Company, Inc. The firm of- 
fers revenue enhancement services, 

Meads proposed that the town 
could speed up its sales tax collec- 
tion by doing it themselves or by us- 
ing a private firm which provides 
this type service. His firm offers this 
service, 

Presently, the town’s sales tax is 
collected by the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Revenue. 

Council members were told that 
by using a firm such as his or by do- 
ing it themselves, the town would 
not only speed up the collection pro- 
cess but would probably increase 
their revenue, 

The company’s charge for provid- 
ing this service is a percentage of the 
sales tax revenue collected. 

“This gives us the incentive to get 
out and find additional revenue,” 


Coffee County residents, according 
to the Alabama Department of Envi- 
ronmental Management (ADEM). 

ADEM works through the federal 
government to ensuse that the re- 
quirements of the Environmental 
Protection Agency are met and 
maintained on a state level.

Elba BOE names Danny Weeks 
as assistant principal at E.H.S.

In a short special meeting last 
Thursday evening, the Elba City 
School Board named former bas- 
ketball coach Danny Weeks as as- 
sistant principal of Elba High 
School. There were several applica- 
tions for the position, but Weeks was 
the only applicant from within the 
local system, said Superintendent 
Charles Pearce, 

He fills the vacancy created when 
David Stokes was moved up to the 
principal slot in January of this year. 
There has been no indication from 
the administration as to when the 
basketball coach position will be 
filled. Pearce did say the vacancy 
will be advertised statewide to insure 
all interested applicants are aware of 


the opening. 

The mid-year move in the ad- 
ministration was due to the medical 
retirement of High School Principal 
Charles Clark, 

Weeks, who lives in the Lowery 
community, is completing his third 
year in the Elba School system. 

In recommending Weeks, Pearce 
said he is qualified, certified and has 
administration experience. He added 
that during his tenure at Elba High 
School,'Mr. Weeks has demonstrat- 
ed an ability and desire to work with 
the students and other staff members 
to enhance the educational at- 
mosphere throughout the school sys- 
tem. He also observed that Weeks is 
often still at the school working with 
students when he (Pearce) leaves the 
central office ... late in the evening.

The council was told that not only 
town merchants are required, by 
state law, to buy privilege license 
and pay sales tax, but that any com- 
pany delivering goods into the town 
are to do the same. 

Meads said that his company, 
with the use of the “yellow pages,” 
would notify businesses located in 
Enterprise, Elba and neighboring 
towns of this requirement. If they are 
not presently complying with state 
law, they would be required to do so, 

Pash, according to Meads, is pres- 
ently collecting sales tax revenue for 
34% of the towns and cities in the 
state of Alabama. Several other mu- 
nicipalities are using the company’s 
computer software to collect their 
Own Sales tax. 

Area towns already using, or 
about to start using, the company’s 
service are: Daleville, Ozark, and 
Andalusia. 

The council voted to contract 
with the firm to collect the town’s 
sales tax. Meads told the council that 
it would take about six weeks to get 
everything set up and begin collect- 
ing taxes. 

Eric Johnson, project coordinator 
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that any threat of pollution from a 
Subtitle D landfill is highly improba- 
ble because of technological advanc- 
es in landfill construction. 

“If there is ever a leak in a land- 
fill liner it will be detected in a 
ground water monitoring well and 
immediately taken care of,” Kelly 
said. 

According to Coffee County 
Landfill Manager Phillip Kelley, the 
residents of Coffee County have 
nothing to fear from the landfill. 

“The chance of ground water con- 
tamination is slim to none,” Phillip 
Kelley said, “It’s about as safe as 
you can get and nothing will go 
wrong as long as we continue to 
maintain it like we have.” 

Because of the stringent federal 
requirements and new technologies, 
ADEM’s Kelly is still surprised by 
the number of people who have 
knee-jerk reactions of fear to the 
news Of landfills. 

“Before 1988 landfill liners were 
not even used,” Russell Kelly said, 
“Today's liner system is much more 
advanced and people are still con- 
cerned,” 

The process for opening a landfill 
is very meticulous. According to 
State law, before ADEM is even al- 
lowed to review a request for the 
building of a landfill it must first 
have local approval. ADEM then be- 
comes part of every level of decision 
making on technical issues such as 
ground water flow, topography, pos- 
sibilities of sink holes and design. 

Coffee County’s landfill is built 
with two feet of clay and a compos- 
ite liner, a minimum five feet separa- 
tion between the liner and the 
ground water and there is a mini- 
mum 30-year period to monitor 
closed facilities.

Elba jury finds Grantham not guilty

After deliberating for less than 
two hours, the jury found Grady 
“Buster” Grantham not guilty of as- 
sault in the first degree. 

Grantham’s trial began Monday 
afternoon and testimony, both prose- 
cution and defense, was completed 
at the close of the day. 

The jury returned Tuesday mom- 
ing to began its deliberation. 

Grantham, age 49, of Elba, AL 
was arrested and charged on Septem- 
ber 2, 1994, 

His arrest came as a result of an 

incident in which Chris Danley, age 
22, of Elba was stabbed in the left 
arm. 
Danley was stabbed during an ar- 
gument and fight which occurred on 
August 31 at a residence located on 
Teresa Street in Elba, 

As a result of his injury, Danley 
has loss use of his left arm of which 
he may or may not regain. 

Of the nine cases listed on the 
March 6th Criminal Jury Docket for 
Coffee ‘County - Elba Division, 
Grantham’s was the only one that 
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The 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney Joel Folmar and his chief 
investigator, Bruce DeVane, are fac- 
ing a $250,000.00 lawsuit. 

A former employee, Toni Dubisar 
Dewberry, 34, filed the suit in feder- 
al court on February 17, 

Dewberry served in the DA’s of- 
fice as child support coordinator for 
Coffee County from October 1990 
until her dismissal. 

She claims that Folmar and De- 
Vane fired her on October 26, 1993 
after leaming that she was pregnant,
